FINANCE CAMPAIGN 
UNDER WAY 


The 1965 Finance Campaign 
chairman, Clark George, has re- 
vealed that plans and personnel 
assignments for the drive are now 
complete.

In order to 
continue to insure a site reser- 
vation after February 1, the 
partial payment must meet the 
minimum number of spaces for 
the particular site. These Scout 
partial payment fees are not re- 


fundable, except under special 
circumstances, after May 1. 
Partial payment fees may be 


transferred to another Scout with- 
in the unit at any time. 


222 Scout troops have filed

$20.00 fee to date. Camp site 
selections are becoming more 
limited daily. 

The new Wolverine camps are 
popular and experienced troops 
want to be included as ‘‘first 
season’’ campers. Reservations 
for the family camp continue to 
be accepted. Payment of $15.00 
per week is required. Family 
camping at Owasippe is an ideal 
way for the Scoutmaster’s wife 
to enjoy the out-of-doors while 
her husband gives leadership 
to boys.

IN SIGHT 


Philip H. Schaff, Jr., chairman 
of the council’s membership 
drive, reported at the December 
board meeting that the council 
now has a record membership of 
55,000 boys. In giving his re- 
port, he indicated that the year- 
end goal was in sight. ‘‘The 
one thing we must keep in mind,’’ 
he said,‘‘is not the number of 
boys registered but the fact 
that we are making Scouting 
available to more and more boys 
in keeping with our ‘Years of 
Decision’ program.”’ 

He complimented the unit 
leaders, commissioners, and all 
others who so actively partici- 
pated in the annual membership 
drive and indicated that, although 
extensive use was made of radio, 
TV, and newspapers in publiciz- 
ing the drive, a boy still could 
not become a Scout until a unit 
leader or another Scout invited 
him to join and his application 
was processed through the 
council office. 


LOOK OUT FOR 
WINTER HAZARDS 


Winter accidents annually take 
a heavy toll and their prevention 
requires planning and preparation 
on the part of Scout leaders. 

The Council Health and Safe- 
ty Committee urges each Scout 
unit to take particular precautions 
when transporting boys anywhere 
by automobile. Wet, slippery 
pavement or reduced vision due 
to rain, sleet, or snow always 
makes driving more hazardous. 

Make sure boys are well pre- 
pared for winter outings. Special 
attention should be given to first 
aid supplies and rescue equip- 
ment on day and overnight hikes. 
Train: boys to be especially cau- 
tious on frozen lakes and rivers.

SUPPORT SCOUTING THROUGH THE SCOUT FAMILY MEMBERSHIP PLAN 


The Scout Family Membership Plan is a method whereby the fam- 
ilies of Scouts, Cubs or Explorers, and their leaders, each in ac- 
cordance with its own voluntary wish, are provided with an oppor- 
tunity to have a definite and specific part in sharing the costs of 
maintaining and extending Scouting’s influence in the Chicago area. 

The Scout Family Membership Plan gives your family a chance to 
join hands in a financial way with hundreds of others to assure the 
dedicated leaders of the council that they will have the tools, 
facilities, and support necessary to give your boy and his friends 
more and better Scouting. 

A fundamental policy of the Boy Scouts of America is that all 
boys, without regard to race, creed, social or economic status, may 
belong to the movement and enjoy the full benefits of Scouting. Be- 
yond a nominal national registration fee, no direct assessment is 
made upon the boy or his parents. 

It is easily recognized, however, that the cost of program service, 
leadership development and facility maintenance are realistically 
present and must be met by your council. 


WHAT THE MONEY GOES FOR IN THE CHICAGO AREA 

For the community: You live in the community. You benefit from 
its ‘‘goodness”’ or its ‘‘badness.’’ Scouting is a constructive force 
at work developing the community’s youth. 

For the council: An administrative and service center, staffed by 
56 professionally trained men who provide guidance in carrying out 
an effective Scouting program in Chicago.
